reluctantly 
agreed to do the challenging. The wo­ 
men held a caucus and came in a body 
to the voting place, let by om' whose 
husband had his name on the Prohibi­ 
tionist state ticket as well as on the 
Union Reform party state ticket last 
year. 
In a somewhat timid tone, the audi­ 
tor asked the leader if she were w ill­ 
ing to swear that she is a Republican 
and would support the nominees of 
the party whether her men were nomi­ 
nated or not. 
Her hand went immedi­ 
ately up and she took a sacred oath 
to do so, and she added a promise to 
support the constitution of the United 
States. 
The Republican women of the party 
voted, but a dozen or more ladies who 
had come into the voting places de­ 
cided that they could not conscien­ 
tiously take such an oath and they re­ 
treated without voting. 
It is probable 
that the latter will never again figure 
in politics.

died at ills late. home in Heaver, Pa., 
at it o ’clock 
Sunday morning. 
Ho 
had Im 'en lying a t the point of death 
since Saturday morning and the end 
was momentarily expected. 
He was 
93 years old. 
Advanced age was Hie chi»f cause 
of his death. 
For some time he had 
in en failing in health, which caused 
friends and relatives to lie somewhat 
prepared. 
However, the news came* 
as a great shock. 
Justice Agnew was one of the fore­ 
most Jurt’i'4 of Ann idea. 
He was 
born In Trenton, N. J,, Jan. 5, ISO!*, 
and settled with his parents in P itts­ 
burg 
His 
father was a physician 
and later removed to Heaver. 
Daniel 
was educated 
in Hie Western Uni­ 
versity. in Pittsburg, studied law un­ 
der Henry Baldwin and W. VV. Fetter- 
man, and wa* admitted to the bar in 
1829. 
He was by Governor Johnson 
appointed judge of the seventeenth 
district, in I Sn I, and was re-elected 
in I SCI. 
In 1863. while in the west. he was 
elected Jusr.ce of the state supreme 
court, b e 'lin e chief Justice In 1S73 
and returned in 1879. 
He had since 
lived In Beaver.

attain eminence. 
In “ The Last of the Mohicans,” lS2fi, Coopf*r pi« ke<l hims«*lf ni» again, 
being on his own ground once more, hand In hand with L*alher-^to< king, 
now in the manly prime of a forester, than whom no finer w«>o«llaiid «-haracter 
has been created since the day of th*? mythical Robin H<k>«L 
.Nor was the 
American specimen an outlaw and a princely thief, as became the Saxon 
under Norman oppression. 
Instead he ha«l every homely virtue that might 
adorn a nobleman of nature uiisiM>ile<l by «•oiita< t witfi s«*onn«!reIs of the town 
or the settlements. 
W ith this ho«*k Coop<*r a« hieved his gr«*atest hiicc«*«8 at 
home and abroad among the multitudes who read wluit they like and turn a 
deaf ear to the charmer critics, charm they never so wis**ly. These did by no 
means agree among themselves an«l therehj' made gixsl their title. 
It was at this point that our successful novelist was able to go abroail for 
seven years and Incidentally to enjoy the tribute which was freely ai-cerd«*«! 
' by foreigners who had confi«l«*nce in their <awu estimat»*s of literary values, 
even if they did rnd enrich the author by a shan? in the profits on pirated 
editions of his works. 
Y'et they gave him cordial w«*lcome and wouhl have 
made a lion of him if he had permitteii the show, 
tin the other sld«* the 
scenery was more attractive to him than stx.ial «lisplay», ami he found his 
enjoyment in the sunny ski«*s of Italy, the mountains of Swit7>*rlan«J and the 
old Gennan cities.

.lames, then a year old. grew up in 
this wilderness in the midst of a sort 
of baronial grandeur among Indians, 
trappers and the dependents of a landed pr* prietor. He learned many things 
not put down In the schoolbooks and other books which were in his father s 
lilwnry, things which were to be of value to himself and of great interest to 
others when he should begin to tell about them. The lore of woods and wa­ 
ters, the craft of savage aud beast, the rival cunning of an invading race, 
were lessons which were acquired without urging. In IT years his education 
In woodcraft was finished, with some knowledge of books in three years at 
Yale. Then he went to sea and learned something about it and more about 
ships and sailors. Later, tis a naval officer stationed on Lake Ontario, lie came 
to know’ the ways of the inland seas. Next he married, staid three years lon­ 
ger in Cooperstown! and went to Mamaroneck to live In quiet contentment 
within reach of the Knickerbocker friends until he was seized with the notion 
at the age of 30 that he could write a better novel than the one he happened 
to be reading. He liegan to write ••Precaution.” If he had taken a little him­ 
self. he would not have written the dreary story of English society life, about 
which he knew very little. Hut at that time all American authors had to do 
imitative work before they begun to quarry tile wealth of material close at 
hand. In this very year of 1N20 Irving was writing “The Sketch-Book,” halt 
English in character. Cooper was next urged to follow Scott, who hail just 
finished the historical “Ivanhoe.” The outcome was “The Spy,” a novel of tile 
Revolution, already beginning to be historical after -bi years. The scone was 
laid in the writer's neighborhood, tile old neutral ground between two armies 
and plundered by both. The book was a great success at borne and abroad, 
in England as well as America. Translated into French, it found its way Into 
other languages and many lands, to Persia. Arabia and the far east. The new 
nation had now a novelist of its own to portray its new life to all th? world. 
This was still more evident when “The Pioneers” followed two years after­ 
ward. This time the author worked tile other field, with which he was even 
more familiar—the wilderness, where he had grown up. 
Harvey Birch, the 
spy, was succeeded by Natty Bunippo, the backwoodsman, appealing to that 
aboriginal love of adventure and of the forest which clings to every boy like 
a heritage from the primeval life of the race. It was next to returning to the 
wigwam and the chase and tho tribal feud. There had been nothing like it 
in Europe since the stone age. Here it was the experience of a young writer 
who was only throwing a thin tissue of romance over the trapper aud the 
savage he had seen a hundred times. The story was as good as true and as 
Interesting as fiction and always a favorite of the author. 
Sometimes the 
descriptive padding blocked the progress of events, but impatient readers 
early learn the skipping trick, sometimes to their loss and again to their gain. 
But Cooper had created or translated from life a great character, of whom 
he made the best and the most, running him til rough the series of five 
romances which bear the name of “Leatherstocklng.” 
Ile Is the primitive 
American, evolved from two centuries’ contact of the early colonist and 
adventurer with the wilderness. 
He has taken on its color and become a 
part of Its life, a competitor with the wild beast and wild Indian in th^ 
struggle for existence without being degraded to the level of either. 
The 
nobler teachings of nature have fallen upon a white soul full of native justice 
and true nobility until a type of humanity is pro­ 
duced which might be taken as pristine in its 
native simplicity and honesty. 
It is barely pos­ 
sible that a travestied impression of this original 
creation has survived in the foreign mind, making 
it think of all Americans as backwoodsmen ax itll 
more or less of acquired guile, and whose present 
counterparts are the spectacular creatures of a 
wild west show. 
This incongruous specimen 
should be distinguished from Cooper’s frontiers­ 
man; also bis Indian from those seen at a railway 
station on the plains. 
The old charge that he 
idealized the red proprietor of the woods and 
waters may be partly met by saying that the race 
has not been improved by rum or the ethics of 
I 
Cooper. 
traders and the agents of a paternal government.

When Cooper had gratified his love of nature by picturing life upon tilt 
frontier in “The Pioneers.” he turned tp his recollections of seafaring years 
and wrote "The $ lo t,” Impelled, It I* said, by Scott's blunders in his “Pirate.” 
Two fresh fields had been broken when he entered upon one old as the flea 
and cultivated ever since Ulysses sailed the “unharvested deep.” from which, 
however, a large crop Of stories has been taken from Virgil’s time onward. 
, But there was enough left* in Its depths and on its surface to make a most 
successful story In the hands of a genuine sailor, as Cooper was. 
A large 
land breezy sort of man, he loved the wide ocean n e ^ to the boundless forest. 
He was not always fiscally careful about details of composition, but lie made 
no landaman’a mistakes about shqw’ rigging and sailors’ liiigo. A man-of-war 
was in his day a thing of beauty when under full sail, if not so terrific in 
battle as its hard shell successor. The romance of the engine room is now 
ffeo topic on seven seas, but Cooper’s “Wing and Wing” fancies will always 
people a ruer dine age with a race of fighting sailors who belonged to a perilous 
nhm> Jo our early history. Their conflicts with a great maritime power can 
beat be #nderstood in the pages of "The Pilot” ami “Tile Red Rover.” 
In 
fbwe departntents of frontier and sea life Cooper became our first historical 
novelist having Scott only for a rival, aud that without being his imitator. 
• Oo ThUIMI ground their books sold side by side and had the same translators 
•toto foreign tongues. Each in his own way brought credit to his country and 
great renown to himself. But it was in Sir Walter’s own Edinburgh and iii 
its Review that the words were written, “The empire of the sea is conceded to 
Cooper by acclamation.” 
Every writer must have Ids ups and downs, and Cooper’s alternated with 
customary regularity or irregularity. When he attempted to repeat the sue- 
cess of his first American novel, “The Spy,” in “Lionel Lincoln,” he did not 
attain eminence. 
In “The Last of the Mohicans,” 182fi, Cooper picked himself tip again, 
being on his own ground once more, hand in hand with Leatherstocklng, 
now in the manly prime of a forester, than whom no finer woodland character 
has been created since the day of the mythical Robin Hood. 
Nor was the 
American specimen an outlaw and a princely thief, as became the Saxon 
under Norman oppression. Instead he had every homely virtue that might 
adorn a nobleman of nature unspoiled by contact with scoundrels of the town 
or the settlements. With this book Cooper achieved his greatest suce«*ss at 
home and abroad among the multitudes who read what they like and turn a 
deaf ear to the charmer critics, charm they never so wisely. These did by no 
means agree among themselves and thereby made good their title. 
It was at this point that our successful novelist was able to go abroad for 
seven years and incidentally to enjoy the tribute which was freely accorded 
* by foreigners who had confidence in their own estimates of literary values, 
even if they did not enrich the author by a share in the profits on pirated 
editions of his works. Yet they gave him cordial welcome and would have 
made a lion of him if he had i>ennitted the show. On the other side the 
scenery was more attractive to him than social displays, and he found his 
enjoyment in the sunny skies of Italy, the mountains of Switzerland and the 
old German cities. 
Meantime his peri was busy with "Tile Prairie,” “The 
Red Rover.” “The Wept of Wish-ton-Wish” and "The Water Witch.” 
Of 
these “Tire Red Rover" was most approved, surpassing “The Pilot” even in 
its interest to lovers of sea stories. Imitation# of these stories, by the way, 
bad been springing up after his first venture like <iitboat» following in the 
wake of a racer. His own books, however, were multiplying faster than all 
their imitations, being published as soon as written iu over 30 different places 
in Europe and read as far east as Egypt, Jerusalem and Ispahan.

This was 
checked in its public expression by law suits, w hich had the good effect of 
limiting the license of tile press in personal matters, but the rancor of his 
enemies was undiminished for years. This was fostered by positions which 
he took in his “Naval History of the United States,” contrary tu the popular 
view of tile real hero iii the battle of Lake Erie, but fortified by fubsequent 
decisions iii arbitration. In this case, as In others. Cooper was not so far froili 
right as from urbanity and suavity in maintaining it. Still, it must be con­

trappers and the dependents of a landed pit praetor. Ile learned many things 
not put down In tin* schoolbooks ami other books which were in his' father s 
lilwary. things which were to be ut value to himself and of great interest to 
others when In* should begin to bdl about them. The lore of woods ami wa­ 
ters. th** craft of savage aud beast, th** rival cunning of an invading race. 
were lessons which were acquired without urging. In IT years his education 
in woodcraft was finished, with some knowledge of books in three years at 
Yale. Then he went to sea and learned something a I >out it ami more about 
shills ami sailors. Eater, as a naval officer stationed on Lake Ontario, he came 
to know the ways of th** inland seas. Next he married, staid three years lon­ 
ger In Cooperstown and went to Mamaroneck to live in quiet contentment 
within reach of the Knickerbocker friends until lie was seized with the notion 
at the age of 30 that he could write a better novel than the one he happened 
to Th* reading. He liegan to write "Precaution.*’ lf In* had taken a little him­ 
self. he would not have written tin* dreary story of English society bf**, about 
Which he knew very littIt*. Hut at that time all American authors had to do 
Imitative work before they began to quarry tin* weafth of material close at 
hand. In this very year of 1K20 Irving was writing ‘‘The Sketcli-Book," half 
English in character. Cooper was next urged to follow Scott, who had Just 
finished the historical "Ivanhoe.” The outcome was "Tin* Spy,” a novel of the 
Revolution, already beginning to be historical after 40 years. The Beetle was 
laid in the w riter’s neighborhood, the old neutral ground between two armies 
and plundered by lioth. The book was a great success at borne and abroad, 
In England as well as America. Translated into French, it found its way into 
other languages and many lands, to Persia, Arabia ami the far east. The new 
nation had now a novelist of its own to portray its new life to all th# world. 
This was still more evident when "The Pioneers” followed two years after­ 
ward. This time the author worked the other field, with which he was even 
more familiar—the wilderness, where lie had grown up. 
Harvey Birch, the 
spy, was succeeded by Natty Bumppo, the backwoodsman, appealing to that 
aboriginal love of adventure and of the forest which clings to every boy like 
a heritage from the primeval life of the rue**. It was next to returning to the 
wigwam and the chase and tho tribal feud. 
There laid been nothing Ilk** it 
in Europe since the stone age. 
Here it was the experience of a young writer 
who was only throwing a thin tissue of romance over tin* trapper and the 
savage he had seen a hundred times. The story was as good as true ami as 
Interesting as fiction and always a favorite of the author. 
Sometimes the 
descriptive padding bloek**d the progress of events, but impatient readers 
early learn the skipping trick, sometimes to their hiss and again to their gain. 
But Cooper had created or translated from life a great character, of whom 
he made the best and the most, running him through the series of five 
romances which bear the name of "Eeatherstocking." 
II** is tin* primitive 
America.;, evolved from two centuries’ contact of the early colonist ami 
adventurer with the wilderness. 
He lins taken oil its color and become a 
part 
of its life, a competitor with the wild beast and wild Indian iu tin,* 
struggle 
for existence without being degraded to tile level of either. 
The 
nobler teachings of nature have fallen upon a white soul full of native Justice 
and true nobility until a type of humanity is pro­ 
duced which might be taken as pristine in its 
native simplicity and honesty. 
It is barely p o s­ 
sible that a travestied impression of tills original 
creation has survived iii the foreign mind, making 
it think of all Americans as backwoodsmen with 
more or less of acquired gull**, ami whose present 
counterparts are the spectacular creatures of a 
wild west show. 
This incongruous specimen 
should be distinguished from Cooper’s frontiers­ 
man: also his Indian from those seen at a railway 
station on tile plains. 
The old charge that he 
idealized tin* red proprietor of the woods aud 
waters may lie partly met by saying that tin* race 
lias not been improved by ruin or the ethics of 
V 
Cooper. 
traders and tin* agents of a paternal government. 
He doubtless had his unlovt®/ streaks, but tile early education furnished 
by the British American settler developed the flees of both races in a fer­ 
tile soil.

To R*aru what was Cooper's restoration of the aboriginal type tile fivr 
“Eeatherstocking” tales will be read and in tho following order if the career 
of the woodsman is to be traced to the end: "I he Deerslayer, 
the East of 
tjie ^ohioans,” ’’The Pathfinder,” “The Plower*” »,,(1 “T,u* 
this Is not the order in which they were written. 
* 
When Cooper had gratified his love of nature by picturing life upon the 
frontier in ‘“file Pioneers.” he turned tjj his recollections of seafaring years 
and wrote “♦The $ lo t,” impelled, it is said, by Scott's blunders in his “Pirate.” 
Two fresh fields had been broken when he entered upon one old as tile flea 
and cultivated ever ainee Ulysses sailed the “unharvested deep." from which, 
however, a large crop Of stories has been taken from Virgil's time onward. 
But there was enough left* in its depths and on its surface to make a most 
' successful story In the hands o f a genuine sailor, as Cooper was. 
A large 
and breezy wort of man, he loved the wide ocean nt*^t to the boundless forest. 
He was not always finically careful about details of composition, but he made 
no landsman’s mistakes about ships' rigging and sailors’ lingo. A man-of-war 
was in his day a thing of beauty when under full sail, lf not so terrific in 
battle as its hard shell successor. 
Tile romance of the engine room is now 
tile topic on seven seas, but Cooper’s “Wing and W ing” fancies will always 
people a needing age with a race of fighting sailors who belonged to a perilous 
tim e In our early history. 
Their conflicts with a great maritime power can 
beet be understood in the pages of “The Pilot” and “The Red Hover.” 
In 
fbMe departnfents of frontier and sea life Cooper became our first historical 
novelist, having Scott only for a rival, aud that without being his imitator. 
• On Brtfiah ground their books sold side by side mid had the same translators 
•Into foreign tongues. Each in his own way brought credit to his country and 
great renown to himself. 
But it was in Sir W alter’s own Edinburgh and in 
its Review that the words were written, “The empire of the sea is conceded to 
Cooper by acclamation.” 
Every w riter must have Iqs ups and downs, and Cooper’s alternated with 
customary regularity or irregularity. 
When he attempted to repeat the sue- 
cess of his first American novel, “The Spy,” In “Liouel Lincoln,” he did not 
attain eminence. 
In “The Last of the Mohicans,” 1826, Cooper picked himself up again, 
being on his own ground once more, band in baud with Leatlierstoekiug, 
now in the manly prime of a forester, than whom no finer woodland character 
has been created since the day of the mythical Robin Hood. 
Nor was the 
Amc-rican specimen an outlaw and a princely thief, as became the Saxon 
under Norman oppression. 
Instead he had every homely virtue that might 
adorn a nobleman of nature unspoiled bv contact witfi scoundrels of the town 
or the settlements. 
With this book Cooper achieved ins gn*atest success at 
home and abroad among the multitudes who read what they like and turn a 
deaf ear to the charm er critics, charm they never so wisely. These did by no 
means agree among themselves and thereby made good their title. 
It was at this point that our successful novelist was able to go abroad for 
seven years and Incidentally to enjoy the tribute which was freely accorded 
by foreigners who had confidence in their own estimates of literary values, 
even if they did not enrich the author by a share in the profits on pirated 
editions of his works. 
Yet they gave him cordial welcome and would have 
made a lion of him if he had permitted the show. 
(An the other sid** the 
scenery was more attractive to him than social displays, ami he found his 
enjoyment In the sunny skies of Italy, the mountains of Switzerland and tile 
old German cities. 
Meantime his pen was busy with "Tile Prairie,” "The 
Red Rover,” "The Wept of Wish-ton-Wish” and "The W ater Witch.” 
Of 
these “The Red Rover” was most approved, surpassing "The Pilot” even in 
its Interest to lovers of sea stories. 
Imitations of these stories, by the way, 
had been springing up after bis first venture like catboats following in the 
wake of a racer. His own books, however, were multiplying faster than all 
their imitations, being published as soon as written in over 30 different places 
in Europe and read as far east as Egypt, Jerusalem and Ispahan.

not put down in the Schoolbooks and other books w hich w ere in his fa th e rs 
library, things w hich w ere to be of v alse to him self and of great interest to 
of liers when he should begin to tell about them . Tile lore of woods and w a­ 
ters, tli*‘ craft of savage and beast, Hie rival cunning of an invading race. 
w ere lessons w hich were acquired w ithout urging. In l< years his education 
in w oodcraft w as finished, w ith some know ledge of books in three years a t 
Yale. Then he w ent to s»*a and learned som ething aiwan it and more a I lout 
shii»s and sailors. Later, as a naval officer stationed on Lake Ontario, he cam e 
to know the w ays of the inland seas. Next he m arried, staid three years lon­ 
ger in Cooperstown and went to M am aroneck to live in quiet cont* fitment 
w ithin reach of the K nickerbocker friends until he was seized w ith the notion 
at the age of 30 th at he could w rite a better novel than th e one he happened 
to Is* reading. H e began to w rite “Precaution.” lf he had taken a little him ­ 
self, he would not have w ritten the dreary story of English society life, about 
which he knew very little. Hut at th a t tim e all Am erican authors had to do 
im itative work before they began to quarry the w ealth of m aterial close at 
hand. 
In this very year of 1N20 Irving w as w riting “T he Sketch-Book,” half 
English in character. 
Cooper w as next urged to follow Scott, w ho had Just 
finished the historical “ Ivanhoe.” The outcome w as “T he Spy,” a novel of the 
Revolution, already beginning to be historical a fte r -hi years. The scene was 
laid iu tile w riter's neighborhood, the old neutral ground betw een tw o arm let 
and plundered by l*oth. 
The book was a great success at home and abroad. 
in England as well as America. T ranslated Into French, it found its way into 
other languages and many lands, to Persia, A rabia and the far east. The new 
nation had now a novelist of its own to portray its new life to all th t world. 
This w as still more evident w hen “T he Pioneers” followed tw o years a fte r­ 
w ard. 
This tim e the author worked the other field, w ith w hich he was even 
more fam iliar—th e w ilderness, w here lie had grown up. 
H arvey Birch, the 
spy, w as succeeded by N atty Bu Hippo, the backw oodsm an, appealing to th at 
aboriginal love of adventure and of tile forest w hich clings to every l>oy like 
a heritage from the prim eval life of the race. 
It was next to returning to the 
wigw am and th e chase and the tribal feud. 
T here had lieen nothing like it 
in Europe alure the stone age. 
H ere it was the experience of a young w riter 
who w as only throw ing a thin tissue of rom ance over the tm plier aud the 
savage he had seen a hundred tim es. 
The story w as as good as true and as 
Interesting as fiction and alw ays a favorite of tile author. 
Sometimes the 
descriptive padding blocked tin* progress of events, but im patient readers 
early learn th e skipping trick, som etim es to their loss aud again to th eir gain. 
But Cooper had created or tran slated from life a great character, of whom 
he made the best and the most, running him through the series of five 
romano**? which bear the nam e of “Leathoratocklng.** 
Ile is the prim itive 
America.;, evolved from tw o centuries* contact of the early colonist aud 
adventurer w ith the w ilderness. 
He has taken oil its color and become a 
part of its life, a com petitor w ith the wild beast and wild Indian in tli^ 
struggle for existence w ithout being degraded to tile level of either. 
The 
nobler teachings of nature have fallen ujMin a w hite soul full of native Justice 
aud tru e nobility until a type of hum anity is pro­ 
duced which m ight be taken as pristine iii its 
native sim plicity and honesty, 
it is barely ix»s- 
slble th at a travestied Im pression of tills original 
creation has survived in the foreign mind, m aking 
it think of all A m ericans as backwoodsm en with 
more or less of acquired guile, and whose present 
<*ounterpnrts are the spectacular creatures of a 
wild 
w est show. 
This 
incongruous specim en 
should be distinguished from Cooper’s frontiers­ 
m an ; also his Indian from those seeu at a railw ay 
station oil tile plains. 
The old charge that lie 
idealized the red proprietor of the woods and 
w aters may lie partly met by saying th a t the race 
lins not been improved by rum or the ethics of 
^ 
Cooper. 
traders and the agents of a paternal governm ent. 
H e doubtless hail his u n io n * streaks, but the early education fu r ills Inn I 
tv th e B ritish A m erican settler developed the flees of both races in a fer­ 
tile soil.

T o Hat rn w hat w as Cooper’s restoration of the aboriginal t.\pt* tile flit 
“L eatb em o ck in g ” tales will be read and in the following order if tilt* career

th e ^o h io an s,” “The Pathfinder,” "The P ip ie r * ” and “The Prairie, although 
this la not th e order In Which they w ere w ritten.

When Cooper had gratifl**d his love of nature by picturing life Upon th* 
frontier in “The Pioneers,” he turned bp his recollections of seafaring years 
and w rote “T h e rtlo t,” impelled, it is said, by Scott’s blunders In hi* "P irate * 
Two fresh fields had been broken when he entered upon one old as the flea 
and cultivated ever sin«*e Ulysses sailed the “unharvested deep, 
from which, 
however, a largo crop of stories has bosn taken from Virgil's tim e onward. 
But there w as enough left*In its depths and on its surface to mal., a m olt 
laucceRsful story lh the bands o f a genuine sailor, as Cooper w as. 
A large 
and breezy sort of man, he loved the w ide ocean ne%t to the boundless forest. 
H e w as not alw ays Apically d irefu l about details of com position, but he made 
no landsm an’s m is ta k e about ships’ rigging and sailors’ lingo. A m an-of-war 
w as In his day a thing of beauty when antler full sail, lf not so terrific in 
b ailie aa its hard shell successor. 
Tin* rom ance of the engine room is now 
tho topic on seven seas, hut Cooper’s “ Wing and W ing" fancies will alw ays 
people a reaedtag age w itll a race of fighting sailors w ho l»elong»*d to a iierilous 
tin* In our early history. 
T heir conflicts w ith a great m aritim e pow er can 
beat be undersbsNl in tile pages of "The P ilot” and “T he Red Hover 
In 
Wimp depart rift tits of frontier and sen life Cooper becam e our first historical 
novelist, having Brott only for a rival, aud th at w ithout being his im itator. 
On B ritish ground th eir liooks sold side by aide aud bud the sam e translators 
koto foreign tongues. 
Each In his own w ay brought credit to his country aud 
great renown to him self. 
But it w as in Sir W alter’s own E dinburgh and iii 
its Review th a t the words w ere w ritten, “The em pire of the sea Is conceded to 
Cooper by acclam ation.” 
Every w riter m ust have Ida uj»h aud downs, and hooper’s alternated w ith 
custom ary regularity or irregularity. 
W hen he attem pted to repeat the sue- 
cess of his first Am erican novel, "T he Spy,” iu "Lionel Lincoln,** he did not 
attain eminence. 
In “The L ast of the Mohicans,** 1896, Cooper picked him self up again, 
tieing on his own ground once more, hand In hand w ith Leathers! taking, 
now in th e m anly prim e of a forester, than whom no finer w oodland character 
has been created ainee th** duy of tis? m ythical Robin Hood. 
Nor w as Hie 
Am erican specim en an outlaw aud a princely thief, as becam e the Saxon 
under Norm an oppression. 
Instead he had every homely virtue that m ight 
adorn a noblem an of nature unsi*>iled by contact witft s**oundr**la of the tow n 
or the settlem ents. 
W ith this book Cooper a* hieved his greatest suct-cws at 
home and abroad am ong the m ultitudes w ho read wliat they like and turn a 
deaf ear to th e charm er critics, charm they never so wisely. Thee** did by no 
m eans agree am ong them selves am i thereby m ade good their title. 
It was a t this point th at our successful novelist was able to go abroad for ; 
seven years and incidentally to enjoy the tribute whic h w as freely accorded 
by foreigners wlio had confidence in their own estim ates of literary values, j 
even lf they did not eurich the author by a share in the profits on pirated 
editions of bis works. 
Yet they gavo him cordial w**lc-otue and would have 
m ade a lion of him if he had perm itted the show, 
tin the other side the 
scenery w as more attractiv e to him than social displays, and he found his 
enjoym ent In the sunny skies of Italy, the m ountains of Sw itzerland and tile 
old Germ an cities. 
M eantim e his lien w as busy w ith T ile P rairie,” “The j
